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Military  Editor  of  New  York  Times  Will  Speak  in  January  Assembly

President  Emeritus

The  Northwest  Missouri  State  Teachers  College  has 
the  honor  to  have  as  Its  president  emeritus,  a  man  whose 
record  of  achievement  in  the  field  of  education  is  re¬ 
markable.  That  man  is  Mr.  Uel  W.  Lamkin,  who  was 
president  of  the  College  for  25  years,  frqm  1921-1945. 

Mr.  Lamkin  graduated  from  pilnton  Academy,  Clinton, 
in  1893  at  the  age  of  18.  His  father,  president  of  the 
academy,  died  In  December  of  that  year.  It  was  dur¬ 
ing  1893-1894  that  (Mr.  Lamkin  had  his  first  experience 
as  a  school  administrator.  After  the  death  of  his  fath¬ 
er,  he  completed  the  year  as  associate  principal  of  Clin¬ 
ton  Academy. 

The  first  two  years  after  graduation  from  the  acadr 
emy  saw  Mr.  Lamkin’  clerking,  mainly  in  two  stores', 
one  year  in  each. 

Became  Teacher  and  Principal 

In  1897,  Mr.  Lamkin  accepted  a  position  as  teacher 
and  principal  of  the  Ward  Elementary  School  in  Clinton. 

Mr.  Lamkin  recalls,  “I  tried  to  get  a  country  school, 
but  couldn’t.” 

He  worked  as  principal  and  teacher  of  history,  civics, 
and  bookkeeping  in  Clinton  High  school  from  1901-1908. 

In  1906,  he  resigned  and  started  to  law  school  at  the 
University  of  Missouri. 

“With  the  exception  of  my  father,  Judge  Edward 
Hinton,  one  of  my  instructors  while  in  law  school,  was 
the  best  teacher  I  have  known,”  declared  Mr.  Lamkin. 

After  studying  law  for  four  months,  Mr.  Lamkin  passed  the  bar  examination  (State  of  Missouri)  and 
later  accepted'  a  position  as  Chief  Clerk  in  the  office  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools. 

Was  Chautauqua  Lecturer 

In  1909,  Mr.  Lamkin  became  the  first  Public  school  Inspector  in  the  state  of  Missouri.  He  was  elected 
president  of  the  Missouri  State  Teachers  Association  in  1911.  The  summers  of  1914  and  1915  saw  him  speak¬ 
ing  on  the  Chautauqua  platform,  discussing  school  questions  in  the  states  of  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Okla¬ 
homa,  Texas,  Arkansas,  Missouri,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  North  Dakota,  and  South  Dakota. 

In  1916,  Mr.  Lamkin  was  appointed  by  the  Gover  nor  of  Missouri  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death 
of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools.  He  was  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  until  1918. 

In  1918,  Westminster  College,  Fulton,  awarded  Mr.  Lamkin  an  honorary  doctor’s  degree  "for  distinguish¬ 
ed  service  in  education  in  Missouri.”  Park  College,  Parkville,  later  presented  Mr.  Lamkin  with  a  similar 
honorary  degree.  (Continued  on  Page  2)

Nicol  Smith,  noted  author,  explor¬ 
er  and  world  traveler,  will  appear  in 
assembly,  January  12,  at  10  o’clock. 
He  will  present  the  colorful  and  in¬ 
teresting  film  entitled  "Caravan  to' 
Tibet.” 

This  film  is  the*  thrilling  camera 
record  of  the  search  for  the  real- 
life  Shangri-La,  the  fabulous  Valley 
of  Hemis,  known  as  the  Hidden  Val¬ 
ley  because  of  its  extraordinary 
location,  which  throughout  the  cen¬ 
turies  has  saved  it  from  the  inva¬ 
sions  of  Asiatic  hordes  sweeping 
past  it  on  westward  conquests 
through  the  Indus  Valley. 

Presents  Picture  of  Tibet 

With  the  luck  and  foresight  that 
have  characterized  his  life-time  of 
adventure,  Nicol  Smith  was  in  Tibet 
with  his  photographer  only  a  few 
months  prior  to  the  border  sealing 
order.  The  last  American  to  leave 
Tibet  with  a  full  pictorial  record  of 
the  western  section  of  that  exotic 
land,  Nicol  Smith  presents  an  extra¬ 
ordinary  all-color  picture. 

Included  in  the  film  is  Smith’s 
journey  to  Ladakh  over  the  Zogila 
Pass  from  Kashmir;  Matayan  Gla¬ 
cier  and  huge  snow-covered  moun¬ 
tains,  towering  more  than  twenty 
thousand  feet;  fifteenth-century 
palace  of  the  Kings  of  Ladakh,  and 
the  King  and  Queen  of  Ladakh  with 
the  queen  Wearing  a  headdress  worth 
$20,000,  whiph  resembles  a-  cobra’s 
head;  Chung  La  Pass  where  he  meets 
a  caravan  of  Champa  people;  Lake 
Pangong;  and  finally  the  entrance 
to  the  Hidden  Valley  of  Hemis. 

Was  Captured  by  Royalty 
Nicol1  Smith  launched  his  career 
at  the  ,  early  age  of  seventeen  when 
he  paddled  the  entire  length  of  the 
Danupe  in  a  canoe.  Among  his  amaz¬ 
ing  series  of  adventures  is  his  cap¬ 
ture  /on  Moorea  by  the  300-pound  j 
daughter  of  an  island  chieftain  and 
his  .escape  to  a  Tahiti-bound  steam¬ 
er,' only  to  be  shipwrecked. 

.Writings  concerning  his  unusual 
experiences  include  the  best  seller, 
“Burma  Road,”  and  “Into  Siam," 
yrtiich  is  about  his  hazardous  mission 
of  organizing  the  OSS  operations  in 
Thailand  during  the  war. 

Nicol  Smith’s  colorful  “Caravan  to 
Tibet”  is  a  film  worthy  of  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  those  whose  quest  for  adven¬ 
ture  and  thrills  in  far-off  places 
must  perforce  remain  vicarious.

One  of  the  best  lecturers  In  the 
United  States  and  certainly  one  of 
the  most  distinguished  persons  u 
come  to  the  campus  in  many  years 
will  speak  here  in  assembly,  Friday 
morning,  January  14,  at  ten  o’clock. 

Hanson  Baldwin,  who  is  the  coun¬ 
try’s  foremost  military  analyst  and 
a  Pulitzer  Prize  winner,  will  be  here 
as  a  special  lecturer.' 

Is  Military  Editor 
He  is  at  present  the  military  ed¬ 
itor  of  the  New  York  Times. 

(  Mr.  Baldwin  will  discuss  from  the 
political,  strategic  and  military  view¬ 
point,  the  “two-world"  situation  now 
existing. 

In  his  speech,  entitled  "The  United 
States  Versus  Russia,"  he  will  em¬ 
phasize  the  fact  that  the  "War”  to¬ 
day  between  the  United  States  nnd 
the  USSR  is  a  political,  economic, 
and  psychological  war  which  can 
lead  to  a  shooting  war,  but  that  the 
latter  is  not  inevitable  if  the  United 
States  takes  the  right  steps. 

Was  Officer  in  U.  ,S.  Navy 
Graduated  from  Annapolis  in  1924, 
Hanson  Baldwin  resigned  from  the 
Navy  three  years  later  and  began  his 
writing  career  for' the  Fourth  Estate 
on  the  Baltimore  Sun.  He  joined  the 
New  York  Times  in  1929,  and  has 
been  military  editor  of  that  paper 
since  1942.

It  Is  Customary 

When  a  man  asks  a  woman  to 
dance,  he  says,  “May  I  have  this 
dance?”  or  “Would  you  care  to 
-dance?”  to  which  she  replies  “Cer¬ 
tainly,”  or  “Yes,  I’d  like  to  very 
much."

Dr.  Harry  Dildine 
Talks  at  IRC  Club 

Present  Chinese  Conflict 
Is  Subject  of  Recent 
Scfence  Program. 

At  a  l-ccent  meeting  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Relations  Cluh,  the,  mem¬ 
bers  were  privileged  to  have  Dr.  H. 
G.  Dildine,  of  the  social  science  de¬ 
partment.  as  the  guest  speaker.  Dr. 
Dildine  spoke  oh.  the  general  vsub- 
ject  of  the  present  conflict  in  Chinn, 
with  an  emphasis  upon  the  his¬ 
torical  development  of  the  present 
condition.  He  spoke  of  the  rise  and 
fail  of  the  Manchu  Dynasty  and  the 
beginnings  of  the  Republic. 

The  present  division  between  the 
Chinese  people  is  no  novelty,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  .speaker.  In  almost 
all  of  the  major  periods  of  its  his¬ 
tory.  the  country  has  been  divided. 
In  1916  there  was  a  major  division 
between  the  two  military  powers.  ■ 
Actually  there  was  no  unification 
until  the  Japanese  started  their  in¬ 
vasion. 

China  is  facing  several  major 
problems  of  modernization.  One  of 
these  is  in  the  field  of  education. 
There  was.no  national  university  in 
China  until  1880.  The  government 
made  no  plans  for  a  modern  system 
of  education  until  190S,  when  the 
grade  method  was  Introduced  for 
the  first  time. 

Russia  has  always  been  friendly 
toward  the  Chinese.  The  first 
treaty  between  the  two  nations  was 
in  1689,  so  the  friendship  of  Russia 
toward  China  is  not  particularly  a 
communistic  development. 

Tile  present  leader  of  the  nation¬ 
alist  party  is  having  much  trouble 
with  the  progressive  element  in 
southern  China  because  the  methods 
that  are  being  used  in  the  North  to 
quiet  dissension  are  not  being  used 
in  the  South.  ,

Miss  Anita  Blair 
Speaks  to  Students 

Lecturer  Stresses  Daily 
Application  of  Safety 
Rules  and  Habits. 

It  is  each  individual’s  personal 
duty  to  admonish  those  who  disobey 
safety  principles  and  to  correct 
faulty  habits  of  safety  contracted 
personally,  according  to  Miss  Anita 
Blair,  a  resident  of  Chicago. 

Blair,  who  is  handicapped  by  loss  of 
eyesight,  spoke  before  the  student 
body  November  19.  Accompanied  by 
her  seeing  eye  dog,  Fawn,  Miss  Blah- 
convinced  her  audience  of  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  practicing  safety  rules. 

"When  I  was  younger,  I  Relieved, 
that  if  a  person  owned’  a  oar  and 
was  considered  a  good  driver  it  was 
no  one’s  business  to  tell  him  how  to 
drive  his  car,”  remarked  Miss  Blair. 
“I  now  realize  too  late  that  it  is  one’s 
business  and  that  you  .and  -I  are  re¬ 
sponsible  for  everyone’s  actions." 

She  pictured  the  accident  which 
resulted  in  her  own  blindness.  Just 
out  of  high  school,  she  and  her  sis-  ■ 
ter  were  riding  down  the  highway 
with  a  friend  who  was  driving  a  new 
convertible,  The,  speedometer  climb¬ 
ed  •  toward  70;  car  lights  appeared 
over  a  distant  hill;  a' truck  stopped 
somewhere  ahefid  on  the  road!  she 
stiffled  an  impulse  to  ask  the  driver 
to  slow  down;  theh  leaned  forward 
to  change  the  radio  station. 

"Those  were  the  last  lights  I  saw!" 
she  concluded  her  experience.  Spec¬ 
tacular  among  her  adventures  "tyas 
her  almost  miraculous  escape  !frojn 
the  burning  La  Sallo  Rote}' in' Chi¬ 
cago.  She  owed  her  escape  to  level 

headedness  and  pawn. 

Miss  Blair  comp|lmented  school 
patrols  and  urged,  tliat  safety  pp 
taught  in  schools.  Preceding  hep  lec¬ 
ture.  a  film  showing  Fawh’s  training

He  was  appointed  director  of  the 
Federal  Board  of  Education  in  1919. 
During  his  service  in  tho  Federal 
Government  He  had  charge  of  ad¬ 
ministrating  the  Smith-Hughes  Act 
and  the  Soldiers  Rehabilitation 
Program. 

-“If  you  find  any  soldier  with  an 
amputation,  put  him  in  training 
and  on  the  payroll;  investigate  his 
capability  afterwards,”  ordered  Mr. 
Lftmkin,  shortly  after  accepting  the 
position  as  Chief  of  Rehabilitation 
in  Washington,  D.  C. 

Offered  Presidency  of  College 
While  working  with  the  Federal 
Board  for  Vocational  'Education, 
the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  offered  Mr.  Lamkln  a  position, 
ns  president.  In  October,  1921,  ho 
accepted  the  offer  and  resigned 
from  tlie  Federal  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion. 

In  commenting  about  his  ap¬ 
pointment  as  president  of  the  Col- 
'  legq,  Mr.  Lamkln  said,  “I  never  got 
a  Job  in  my  life  that  I  asked,  for, 
except  running  my  own  house;  I 
asked  her." 

During  his  twenty-five  years  ns 
president  of  this  College,  Mr.  Lam-  . 
kin  continued  to  be  interested  in 
education  lor.  the  state,  th?  nation, 
and  the  world  as  weil  as  for  the 
College.

II,  Mr.  Lamkin  took 'part  In  many 
conferences  concerning  ways  I  In 
w  h  1  c  h  '  educational,  institutions 
could  serve  best  in  the'  war  effort. 
He  was  called  In  for  consultations 
many  times  by  different  govern¬ 
ment  agencies.  Besides  his  work 
in  the  wider  field,  he  carried  dur¬ 
ing  the  war  years  tho  '  work  not 
only  of  the  president  of  the' Col¬ 
lege  but  that  of  the  business  man¬ 
ager  as  well. 

Mr.  Lamkin  made  it  possible  for 
any  boy  regardless  of  his  financial 
status,  who  wanted  to  go  to  col¬ 
lege,  to  go  in  Maryville.  Through 
a  program  designed  by  him,  needy 
students  earned  their  fees  doing 
work  In  the  mess  halls.  The  bops 
who  worked  In  the  kitchens  form¬ 
ed  what  was  known  until  shortly 
before  World  War  II  as  the  Hash - 
Slhigqrs' Union.  Many  of  the  suc¬ 
cessful  alumni  of  the  CoUego '  are 
former  members  of  the  Hash'  Sling7 
ers '  Union. 

Relped  in  Payment  of  Fees 
■S^r,  Lamkhi  recalls  accepting 
farmers’  corn  at  the  rate  of. twen¬ 
ty-five  cents  per  bushel  in  payment 
of  fees  at  times  when  the -farin 
boys  weren’t  financially  able  to  at¬ 
tend  college.  'Tlie'market  'ftrlce  of 
corn  during  that  period  vyas  fifteen 
cents  per  bushel. 

At,  the  present,  Mr,  Lamkin  is 
serving  on  the  'Missouri  ‘Resources 
Development  Commission  and  the 
Staje  Teachers  Retirement  ’Board.
